THE RUSSIAN SQUADRON. 


DEPARTURE FROM SUEZ. 


(Ftom Our Own CorrespoNDENT) 


—— 


Suez, Thursday. . 


The“ Russian squadron, consisting of four 
cruisers, “Dnieper,” “Rion,” “Oleg,” and 
“Izumrud,” and three torpedo-destroyers, 
“Gromki,” “Gosni,” and “Biezvy,” under 
Admiral Botrovosky, entered the Canal yes- 
terday forenoon. ‘The destroyers reached 
Ismailia shortly-after 4 p.m., when they an- 
chored for the night, and resumed their voyage 
at 630 this moruing. The cruisers, having 
searchlights, came through withont stopping, 
and artived at Suezat 5 o'clock this morning, 
anchoring in the Bay. At 10 am. the three 
destroyers came out of the Canal and anchored 
near the remainder of the squadron. 

All the ships are fitted with wireless tele- 


“Duieper’ and “Rion” (ex “Petersburg” and 
“Smolensk” respectively), as ‘well as the 
destroyars, are painted slate colour, while the 
two other cruisers have the usual Russian 
naval colour. 

At this end of the canal they did not take 
on any coal, but were allowed to take a 
certain quantity of provisions and live-stock. 
During their stay they did -not communicate 
with the shore owing to the plague at Suez, 
and were flying the voluntary quarantine 
flags, in pi to receive free pratique at 
Djibouti, where they intend coaling.

THE TELEGRAPHISTS’ WAIL. 


‘The following petition has lately been sent 
te the authorities at Cairo by the employds 
of the Telegraph, Administration :-— 

It is said that the Government through 

a note from the Ministry of the Finance 
has prouajsed to consider the complaints of 
its lower-grade employés with a view to 
alleviate the more glaring hardships in their 
unhappy lot. 
* We, the employds of the Telegraph Admi- 
nistration, would say tof the gentlemen who 
are to examine these grievances that in so 
far as we are concerned they feed take very 
little trouble to discover the amplest justi 
fication for the statement that the conditiun of 
the Government's lower employes is of the 
most painful nature. 

The simplest thing to do would be for one 
of the said gentlemen to visit the telegraph 
office, Ezbehiebg pwhere, before entering, he 
could hear with his own ears the groans and 
lamentations of the wretched employés. On 
entering he would see in their paletacds! and 
rounded shoulders, veritable pictuyes.of poverty 
and wretchedness. They cry goud in thér 
misery, but neither help nor stgport is forty 
coming. For a long time now, we,the emplayes 
of the office in Ezbekieh, Cairo, Mausit’,iex., 
and other offices, who form the greater part of 
the administration, have been suffering under 
an ever-increasing weight of misery and slavery. 
We have waited with patience .till we have 
found ourselves reduced to a condition the 
wretchedness of which could not fail to touch 
the bardest heart. 

We had always hoped that our administra- 
tion would some day be moved to pity and 
would come itself to our rescue, but our hopes 
hayetuot been realived. On the contrary, we 
-fe ourselves treated with an incomprehensible 
avarice, as if we were the bitter enemies of the 

pints ‘and pot its faithful and devoted 
/Jemployes 

Each year the cost of living increases, rents 
have risen enormously, and though the earn- 
invs of our administration have increased also, 
our salaries remain ever. as before. Nothing 
has changed for us but general deterivratiou 
in health and destitution in our families. 

Tbe administration announces in the news- 
papers that it is in great need of probationers, 
hut nobody respouds to the demand. Each 
month the adminisfratign announces in its 
bulletin the names of seferal persons who have 
resigned frum the service and nobody replaces 
them. 

Telegrams are delayed two, three or four 
hours, errors occur and complaints are constant- 
ly received from merchants and tradespeople. 
What does the administration do ? 

Whenever the number of employés is in- 
sufficient it lengthens the hours of service for 
the others ; whet an error occurs it impuses a 
fine - if one of us hands in his resignation it 
puts him off with promise- which ure never 
fulfilled. 

Is it not surprising that the administration 
should oblige the employe to make from 200 tw 
250 telegrams per day ! The blanks of every te 
legraph frum must be tuled in, causes of delay 
stated, etc. He must make a report of his work 
for the service, noting hours, ete., which bas tu 
be entered again on a special list. He bas also 
to roll the slip, look over the telegrams in 
order ty arrange them according to their times 
inute by minute, attend tu the apparatus, ete. 

All thié fius to be done under great pressure, 
and is it possible that no fuults nor delay oc 
cur! Can an employé who works under such 
conditions blamed if he invents an excuse 
fora delay that way occur} Supposing an em- 

; to carry out this work con 


the Government - ould treat it accord- 
ingly. 

The objects of this letter is to ask the Govern- 
ment and the Administration to take into con- 
sideration the following demands, which, as 
everyone must recognise, cannot but make 
for the welfare of the Government, of the em- 
ployés, and of the public. 

1 — To fix the commencing salary of the 
employé having his certificate at £5, as was 
formerly the case, 

2 — Tochange the system of augmenta- 
tions so that an employé whose salary is under 
£10 be augmented by not less than £1. 

3 — To diminish the hours of service to at 
most five or six hours per day, as in all other 
administrations, which enjoy, in addition to 
this daily leisure, Friday of each week and all 
the public holidays. 

4— ite mabe good the augmentations 
which have been passed over, and to grant us 
the rights of which we have been deprived. 

5 — Toarrange the hours of service in such 
manner as to give us sufficient time to take 
vur meals and our sleep, that we may not be 
ubliged to eat during the service. 

6 — To grant us our rights in regard to 
the usual leave fixed by decree for all the em- 
ployés of the government. 

These are our demands, the execution of 
which is of thé mést vital importance for us. 
We pin our hopes on you, Sir, in your capacity 
ere in order to have them taken into 
consideration. 

Ifthere be a delegation deputed to examine 
the condition of the employés, we surely, 
above all, deserve that examination for we 
serve the Goverument, the public, and tbe 
toreign residents, to whom we render services 
the utility of which cannot be denied, and 
which cannot be rendered by the employés of 
uther administrations. 

If there be pity for the lower employés, we, 
surely, above all, deserve it; our condition, 
both in the office and at home, calls aloud fur 
pity.
